London Dockers Think Leaders Have 


Betrayed Them Into a Surrender. 


LONDON, July 29._>rj,e refusal of 


the dock workers In London to obey 
the.manifesto Issued by the strike lead- 
ers • Saturday, declaring tho strike at 
an end, after It hnd lasted 10 weeks, 
was given practical effect today when 
very feu- of the men 'returned to work.
